Sugarless Desserts 
When it comes to sugar rationing 
the American housewife is, tradi­ 
tionally, an old hand at the game. 
Some learned to cook with sugar 
substitutes during the Firs! World 
War. Others know it just by hearsay. 
But either way, it s so much a part 
of our kitchen heritage that we can 
all take to it without much effort. 
For. except for about the past fifty 
years we’ve nearly always been on 
short sugar rations in this country. 
Not that we didn’t have our sweets. 
Indeed no! We had the reputation 
of eating more sweets than any other 
nation in the world. 
While our people wese leading 
active outdoor lives 
clearing forests, 
building cities, laying railroads, log­ 
ging, farming—folks needed sweets 
for extra strength to keey them go­ 
ing. But they used sweets from their 
native fields and forests—molasses, 
sorghum, honey, maple sugar, and 
fruits, both fresh and dried. 
White sugar was a luxury product 
imported from the Deep South or 
the Indies, which frontier house­ 
wives rarely had much of, to 
do 
with, then. Throughout the Middle 
West in those days it was a common­ 
place to be offered ‘ long sweet mn 
or "short sweet nin’ 
in your tea or 
coffee—which 
simply 
meant 
you 
could choose between molasses or 
b ro w n sugar. 
Frontier 
housewives learned 
to 
use the foods they had on hand, and 
so can we today. We can sweeten 
with 
molasses, 
honey, 
and 
corn 
. syrup, and use such prepared fruits 
as jellies, apple butter, puddings,
